Dear Sir: 

In response to the Office Action of April 25, 2003 requesting restriction between Group 
I (claims 1-10) and Group II (claims 1 1 -20), Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I with 
traverse. M.P.E.P. § 803 states that the two criteria for a proper requirement for restriction 
between patentably distinct inventions are 1) the inventions must be independent or distinct 
as claimed, and (2) there must be a serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is not 
required.
